A sizzling windup of what 
was at first expected to be 
rather a dull municipal cam- 
paign for Chelsea brings the 
voters, tomorrow, to that point 
when they must decide at the 
ballot box who shall be their 
next mayor and their ■ repre- 
sentatives on the Board of 
A-ldermen and the ' School 
Committee. 

There are 16,515 registered 
voters who are qualified to 
cast their ballots and it is ex- 
pected that 85 per cent, of 
them will exercise that privi- 
lege. 

YOKE AND MELLEY 

Atty. Edward J. Voke, candidate 
without ibeneiflt of poltical ex3>erienjce 
or public off5|c«, and Bep. William H. 
Melley, who has twice sought the of- 
fice and who has served several terma 
In the Legislature, are the oppon- 
ents for the mayoralty. 

By virtue of his 4,014, or two-to- 
one, lead over his opponent in the 
primary, when he polled more than 
a majority of the total number of 
the registered votes In the city, Atty. 
Voke Is favored. 

Whether this psychological advan- 
tage can be and will be offset by Rep. 
Melley's allobment of jobs on State 

projects, whxh Yms enstoled h'm to 
put many men to work in thp past 
week, is a matter of considerable 
apecuiation. 

Rep. Melley's PlatfoiTO 

Bep. Melley has asserted that he 
deserves promtion toy virtue of his 
roocrd while servin-r Wards 1. 2 and 
3 as a member of the l/i^lslature for 
the last four or five years. 

He has constrtently and persistent- 
ly referred to his opponent as the 
'^proxy candidate," linking him with 
Miayor Lawrence P. Qui8;ley and pic- 
turine him as one who, if elected, 
would merely serve as a hirelins; for 
the present mayor. To si'lbstantiate 



his claim he points to Atty. Voice-s 
silence during the years of Qui?Iey's 
resjlme at city hall, interpretin? this 
as tacit acnproval of the mayor's acts. 

B«p. Melley says that his oppon- 
ent has conducted a vicious "whisper- 
ing campaign," is usin? typical Quig- 
lev tactics and has the support of 
"the Quigley gang." 

iHe asserts that because he is a 
member of the Legislature he would 
be in a better position to provide 
more Jobs for the unemployed than 
Voke would, were he elected mayor 
and he has already placed .several 
hundred men in positions of a more 
or less temiporary nature during the 
past six months, ^ving 100 men jobs 
during 'the primary campaign and 
providing work for an undetermined 
number during the past Icrv days. 

His office was liberally stormed last 
Thursday afternoon when it became 
known that he was reigisterlng unem- 
ployed or giving out Jotos. 

J Atty. Volte's Plea 

Atty. Voke has been conducting 
I his camjpaign since last summer. 
When it became definitely known 
that Mayor Lawrence P. Quigley was 
not a candidate for reelection, Atty. 
Voke began a quiet campaign of per- 
sonal contact and solicitation. This 
was early last sum,meT. He was 
aided by a volunteer committee which 
has been increased in numbers. 

He has lost no opiportunity to at- 
tend any kind of a meeting, social, 
fraternal, public or private and has 
met many persons. 

The neiwcomer in the political 
arena has pledged himself to clean, 
honest and detcent government and 
stated at the outset of his public 
.■jpeaking that he would not, at any 
time, get into personal matters with 
his opponent. 

He has brou^ght out the fact that 
Beip. Melley is treasurer of the Bay 
Construction Co., a Massachusetts 
corporation, whose trucks have been 
hired for State work and which has 
been paid several thou.?ands of dol- 
lars In the past few months. He 
charges that Melley, as a Beipresen- 
tative, is fort)idden by law to do busi- 
neiss with the State as a contractor. 

Bep. Melley's record in the Legis- 
lature has been attacked by Voke, 
who claims that his disponent has not 
introduced one bit of worthwhile or 
beneficial legislation. He said at the 
outset of his oairMpaign that he en- 
tered the contest because of his love 
for his city when he found that no 
one was to oppose Melley, contend- 
ing that the l&=ue was "clean, hon- 
est government." 

Voke's great vote in the primary 
camipaign was one of the biggest 
surprises in local politics in years. 
Not only did he poll tjwice as many 
votes as his cipponent, but he polled 
a greater number than any other 
candidate in many years. 

The Curlty- Quigley Issue 

Throughout the caim(patgn there 
has been the off-told tale of the 
Curley-Quigley enmity, and while 
Rqp. Mieiley has charged that his op- 
ponent Is a Quigley proxy canddlate, 
there is also the general belieif in 
some circles that Gov. Curie y is not 
unfriendly towiafa K?!). Melley's 
I candidacy, degplte the governor's 
statement that he was not .going to 



interest himself in any municipal 
camipaign. 

Those of this belief point out that 
the governor hired the trucks of the 
Bay Construction Co., of which MJel- 
ley is the treasurer, thus giving him 
an opportunity to acquire a sizeable' 
camipaign fund. They also point tO; 
the fact that Dr. Santosuosso and 
Ponmer Fire Commissioner Teddy 
Glynn of Boston appeared here at 
a primary rally in Melley's behalf, 
and further point out that Rap. Mel- 
ley was Bible to give jobs to 100 in 
the primary campaign and more dur- 
ing the campaign now closing. This, 
they say, was the Curley influence. 

On the other hand, it is no secret 
that Mayor Quigley would .greatly 
prefer to vaca-te his office with the 
knowledge that any person other 
than Rep. Melley was to be his suc- 
cessor. He fought MIelley in the two 
last campaigns, and the fights were 
bitter, the last one winding up in a 
sensational court ca,?e two years ago. 

It Is probalbly safe to .siay that 
Mayor Quigley was and still is the 
most powerful political figure in this 
community and If it btMame known 
to the many faithful followers of 
the mayor that he would like to see 
Voke win, the followers would vote 
en masse for Voke — which was ap- 
parent. 

Whether the big vote that Voke 
pulled was a relbuke to Curley or to 
Melley. or a victory for Quigley, is 
a matr^T ot personal cpinion— and 
there is a wide difference on this 
score. 

There are those who claim that It 
was a direct slap at the governor, 
while others, staunch Democrats, do 
not .share this opinion. 

The At-Large Fight 

Xn addition to the Interest being 
manifested in the mayoralty con- 
test, the candidates for alderman-at- 
large. ei;ght in nunKber, are drawing 
much attention. 

They are Aid. Samuel Palkof, Aid. 
TTames A. Hanlon, Aid. Bernard L, 
Suliivm, A'd. James P. Shannon, ex- 
Ald. Ja.m-s S. MoCracken. Emest W. 
Lord, Jer:mlah Ka.mens and Harry 
A. Preedman. 

It is generally conceded that Aid 
Samuel Palkof, who has been i* 
elected and reelected with almost 
clock-like regularity, will be re- 
turned to the board again. In fact, 
he doesn't even stay around the city 
on primary and election days. He 
goes right along about his business 
and the votes roll u:p. Usually he 
tops the ticket in this fight. 

Aid. James A. Hanlon is the vet- 
eran memiber of the board and has 
served as president during the past 
two years. He has a large following 
and has been conducting an active 
campaign. 

AW. Bernard L. Sullivan showed 
sunprLsing strength in the primary 
campaign. He has served a» an 
alderman from Ward 1 in the past 
and also at-iarge. He is the direc- 
tor of a well-knoiwn local orchestra 
and has been particularly generous 
with his services in this capacity. 

Aid. Jame,s F. Shannon, after 
serving creditably as alderman from 
Ward 5, sought promotion and was 
successful two years as a candidate 
at-large. He has been putting up a 
brisk campaign this year, basin;"? hi";

Observance of the ending of the 
World War began yesterday, ■when 
5000 members of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars with their auxiliaries 
and junior units marched through 
downtown Boston streets. Tributes 
were paid to Sergeant James F. 
Mahoney and Lieutenant Norman 
Prince, after whom V. F. W. posts 
are named. 

In an address on Boston Common, 
Governor Curley said liberty and 
security could be assured only by a 
policy of preparedness to defend na- 
tional property, life and honor.

WORCBSTER, Nov. 11— A Swedish 
Baptist minister has resigned his 
pulpit because he is "tired of being 
continually criticized for being a 
Democrat.' 

He is the Rev. Dr. Morris Peter- 
son, whose appointment by Gover- 
nor Cuiiey as State correclion'~WTn- 
missioner failed by one vole ol con- 
firmation by the Governor's Council 
last April. 

Still desirous of rewarding Dr. I 
Peterson for his support in the gu- 
bernatorial campaign a year ago, 
Curley offered him the office of 
chairman of the Crime Research 
Division of the State Correction De- 
partment. 

The minister declined, but finally 
accepted apixiintment as member of 
the Interstate Compacts Commission. 
which carries no salary. 

Dr. Peterson, in submitting his 
resignation after the Sunday eve- 
I ning meeting of the First Swedish 
Baptist church, of which he was 
' pastor for six years, said criticism 
' of his party affiliation had come 
from "a few individuals both with- 
in and without the church." 

Commenting on his action, Dr. 
Peterson observed: 

"I feel that in Massachusetts, 
above all places, where our fore- 
fathers bled and died for free speech 
and free thought, a man ought not 
to be criticized.'' 

Dr. Peterson said he was unde- 
cided whether to accept a position 
as promotional secretary of the New 
England and New York conferences 
of Swedish Baptists, or to return to 
evangelical work.

MR. HAIGIS WILL RUN. 

Former-Stale Treasurer John W. 
Haigis can properly be described as 
helonging to the rather limited cla.ss 
of statesmen who are really called 
upon by the public to serve it. Ho 
has not pushed himself forward as 
^ candidate, and he has been placed 
rn the Republican sUte ticket for 
two different offices hitherto be- 
cause it has been believed he would 
strengthen the party; not because 
he has been clamorous for place. 
Therefore one can assume that he 
means just what he says when he 
states: "I will accept the Repub- 
lican nomination for governor, if It 
be the will of the delegates to the 
pre-primary convention, or the will 
of the Republican voters expressing 
themselves in the primary of 1936," 
That is, he is acceding to a demand 
that he will know, if it comes, to 
be genuine; not of his own motion 
striving for the highest office of the 
commonwealth.

Swedish Pastor Resigns Be-

CHURCH TO CONSIDER

Rev. Dr. Morris Peterson, pastor 
of First Swedish Baptist Church, 
resigned last night as an aftermath 
of the city-wide criticism of him 
following a violent partisan politi- 
cal speech delivered over the radio 
by his son, Calvin Peterson in the 
recent mayoralty campaign. 

Rev. Dr. Peterson, himself, was 
scheduled to make the address on 
behalf of the Democratic candi- 
dates. Instead his son spoke. It 
has been said on behalf of Rev. Dr. 
Peterson by his friends that he did 
not write the speech his son gave 
on the radio. Neither did his son. 
The speech was written by some 
person connected with the Demo- 
cratic campaign. The speech was 
handed to Calvin, according to Dr. ' 
Peterson's friends, a few minutes j 
before he went on the air. 

Kev. Dr. Peterson said in his 
resignation that he wa.<) leAving be- 
cause he was tired ai hipino' eriti. 

cized for being a Democi'at. Johc 
W. Olson of 7.3 .lerome avenue, Au- 
burn, vice-chairman of the church, 
said this morning that Rev, Dr. 
Peterson's resignation would not b,! 
accepted. However it will come be- 
fore the tru-itees and the deacons 
tomorrow night at a special meet- 
ing. 

"We certainly don't want Rev. 
Dr. Peter.wn to leave," said Mr. Ol- 
son. "There may have been some 
d))Terence.s of opinion as to poliil- 
cal activities but we want the pas- 
tor to remain at our church and 
shall ask him to do so at our meet- 
ing tomorrow night." 

Rev. Dr. Peterson resigned last 
night after the Sunday evening 
.service, saying he fell "in Ma»sa- 
chusett.'? above all places, where 
our forefathers bled and died for 
free speech and free thought a 
man ought not to be criticized" for 
political preference. 

He added, however, there were 
two other factors which prompted i 
him to offer his resignation. One 
was, an Invitation by the New Eng- 
land and New York Conferences of 
Swedi.'ih Baptists to become promo- 
tional secretary and the other was 
an urgent request by many pastors 
that he resume his evangelistic 
work. He said his retirement 
would permit him to accept which- 
ever offer he felt would be most 
serviceable to the church. 
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Rev. Mr. Peterson, a mililant 
preacher and firm believer in old- 
time religion, said the criticism 
which stirred him to resign was 
leveled at him by individuals, not 
the church. He made no reference 
to the action some time ago of the 
Fellowship group which passed a 
resolution opposing his political 
activities. 

Those political activities were 
first brought into prominence last 
April when Hev. Dr. Peterson was 
named by Gov, James M. Curley 
for the position nr Li»lllliiljiili!iii«i of 
correction. The appointment, failing 
of confirmation, the proposal was 
again offered to the council and 
then withdrawn a month later. In 
August the political question again 
arostf when Rev, Dr, Peter?on was 
appointed lo the Interstate Com- 
pacts Commission, after he had de- 
clined to accept appointment a.'! 
head of the Crime Research Divi- 
sion of the; State Department of 
Correction. 

The differences of opinion among 
some members of the church over 
the pastors political faith were 
further aggravated by the violent, 
partisan speech of his son during 
the recent mayoral campaign, urg- 
ing support for the Democratic can- 
didate, it is said. The pa?tor him- 
self took no part in that campaign. 

Rev. Dr, Peterson has been pas- 
tor of the church six years. Dui ing 
his pastorate the ch\irch has pros- 
pered financially, officials say. The 
pastor has been in constant demand 
as a speaker at club and lodse 
meetings. He i.o a student of politi- 
cal and civic affairs and at one time 
gained prominence bb' the conduc- 
tor of a "Question Box Forum.'

It was only recently that 
Allie suggested for the high 
office of Governor none other 
than Mr. I^owell. While the 
Commonwealth would be ex- 
ceedingly fortunate, Mr. Lowell 
would be defeated, in iny opin- 
ion. Now Allie has found that 
the reading public, which fol- 
lows his picture«que state- 
ments, are becoming somewhat 
like drug addicts. Jn other 



words, as they are becoming 
gradually numb to his style, he 
has to increase the power of 
the dose. It was for this rea- 
son, perhaps, that he came out 
for Mr, Lowell, who in a free 
country, it would eeem, ought 
to be allowed to pick his own 
endorsers. If Allie had really 
wanted to give the electorate 
a kicque he might have sug- 
■ge.sted the ticket; Fuller for 
Governor, and Mr. Lowell for 
Lieutenant-Governor, although 
this might have led insurance 
companies to raise the premi- 
ums on his life.

Then followed the Re- 
publican convention, which en- 
doiscd Mr. Ijodge and, with 
unique inconsistency, also Mr. 
Fuller, who never had any use 
for Mr, Lodge.

Observance of the 17th anniver- 
sary of Armistice Day began yes- 
terday, when nearly 5000 members 
of military, veteran, and civic or- 
ganizations paraded through the 
streets of Boston under a dull and 
wintry sky. 

Yesterday's parade, staged by the | 
Lieut Norman Prince Post of the | 
V F W , was witnessed by thou- 
sands who lined the city's down- 
town streets. It was reviewed by 
Gov Curley from the sidewalk m 
front of the State House, and 
broke up finally at the Parkman 
Bandstand on the Common, where 
the Governor delivered a speech 
in behalf of preparedness. 

The line of march formed at 
Arlington st and Commonwealtii 
av, and the parade passed around 
the Public Garden and the Com- 
mon, by Boylston and Tremont sts, 
to the rear of the Old State 
House, ■where a wreath was placed 
on the tablet commemorating Lieut 
Norman Prince, who gave his life 
for his country while serving in 
the Lafayette Escadrille in the 
■World War. 

Governor's Address 

The parade passed up over Beacon 
; HiU, by the State House, to the 
' Parkman Bandstand, where it dis- 
banded. Hardly more than 500 per- 
sons gathered about the bands and 
to listen to Gov Curky's address. 

"Seventeen years ago, when the 
armistice was sig"^^.' Gov Curley 
said, "all nations of the world re 
loiccd We firmly believed, as a

I WORCESTER, Nov 1 l-Avowcd- 
yy "tired of being continually criti- 
icised for being a Democrat," Rev 
Dr Morris Peterson, a loyal Curley 
supporter, last night tendered his 
resignation as pastor of the First 
Swedish Baptist Church here.

Dr Peterson came to Worcester 
in 1930 from Los Angeles, but be- 
fore that, most of his life as a 
evangelist had been spent in Chi- 
cago. He began his work as a 

i missionary to the red-light district 

,of the Windy City, seeking to in- 
duce girls to leave the city's dives 
for one of his rescue homes. 



Always a Democrat

When he came to Worcester in 
1930, however, he found the large 
Swedish - American community 
there traditionally Republican. 
That did not deter Dr Peterson 
from becoming an important figure 
in "Worcester Democratic circles, 
however, and because he came out 
early and heartily for Curley-for- 
Governor, the Governor has felt in- 
debted to him. 

During the campaign he ad- 
dressed large audiences in behaU 
of Curley, once speaking before 
3.500 in the Worcester auditorium. 
His open and vigorous espousal 
of the Democratic party has been

"Continual Hammering" 

In elaborating today on his rea- 
son for resigning as pastor, Dr 
Peterson told the Globe that "a 
very, very small group in the 
church for the past year have been 
hammering at me and criticizing 
me for no other reason in the world 
than my being a Democrat. 

"It all started about a year ago 
when I came out for Gov Curley, 
and it hasn't stopped since. I sim- 
ply grew so tired of the continual - 
hammering that I decided 1 1 
wouldn't stand it any longer. | 

"I would have thought that in 
Marsachusetts, where our fore- 
fathers fought for liberty and free- 
dom, I should at least have the lib- 
erty of being politically what I 
want without being subjected to 
undue criticism. 

"No one could ask for a finer 
church than my church here. You 
should have been there last night. 
There were 700 persons in the 

• church, and most of them wept 

* when they heard I was going to 
leave. 

"Of course, they haven't accepted 
my resignation yet, and last night 
the talk was constantly of refus- 
ing to accept it. According to my 
contract with the church, I have to 
give three months' notice in offering 
my resignation." 

Other Position in View 

Dr Peterson said that he had re- 
ceived a number of letters recently 
from fellow pastors in all sections 
of the country suggesting that he 
resume his role as traveling evan- 
gelist. 

"The idea appeals to me," he 
said. "I may do it. But for the 
time being, at any rate, I shall 
continue to make my home in Wor-

' past four years. 

, "When a per.«on in this country seizes 
anything that is not his right or takes 
something that does not belong to him, 
we call it theft or larceny. In foreign 
countries, they call It diplomacy in the 
name of peace," he said as he cried 
out against the invasion of Chinese 
territory b>' the Japanese. 

"Our businees at present is the wel- 
fare of the C. a. A.," he declared, as 
he preasei^ his point that the eovern- 
ment should continue to Rtcer clear ot 
foreign entanglements, pointing out 
that had the United States been a 
member of the League of Nations and 
the World Convenant during present 
times, the world would already again 
be at war. 

"National honor has become a by- 
word, or a.ll the nations which we 
aided financially during the World war 
to pave them from destruction, the im)}' 
nation which Is living up to ite oi>liga- 
tlons Is Denmark," he declared. "Na- 
tional honor has liccome national dlsr 
honor," he assented. 

He also struck out against college 
profee.sors" who would raiher go to jail 
than to swear allegiance and to honor 
their flag" and who are preaching the 
doctrine of pacifism which would leave 
America defencelese, should It be 
adopted.

WORCESTER, Nov. 11— Declaring 
that he Is tired of being criticized 
because he is a Democrat, the Rev 
Dr. Morris Peterson, defeateft Curley 
nominee for the commlMloner of 
correction and later Curley ap- 
pointee to the Interstate compacts 
commission, has resigned as pastor of 
the First Swedish Baptist church 
here. 

The church board, unprepared for 
the move, will meei this week to 
consider what action to take. Dr 
Peterson offered- his resignation last 
night after the evening service. He 
is a believer in '•oid-Ume religion," 
is a militant preacher, and the 
church, acccn-dlng to Its merabeir,. 
has prospered since he- assumed the 
pastorate. ■ • 

Dr. Peterson said his resignation 
was not brought about by the 
church, but criticism of his Demo- 
cratic affiliations leveled at him 
"by a few individuals within and 
without the church." He made it 
cjear last night that he had taken 
no part In the recent Worcester 
mayorality campaign. 

Dr. Peterson had been pastor of 
the church for six years. Last April 
Gov. Curley twice nominatea hmi for 
commi-ssloner of correction, but the 
executive council rejected the nom- 
ination. In August Gov. Curley ap- 
pointed him a member of the inter- 
state Compacts Commission. This 
was confirmed. The position carries 
no salary.
